John Bobb, a farm er, aged 91

wife,

"7 , were

2,7 at 
their home with 
their brains beaten 
out with an a x . 
A tram p 
who had been

about in the neighborhood was im m e­ 
diately suspected. 
Th at tramp, it 
is 
said, can be identified as Fouke. 
The m urderer escaped on

horse, 
eaving behind 
a 
shirt and 
hat as 
about the only clews to the m urder. 
On the follow ing Sunday Fouke went 
to Rockford, but remained

night.
